loncc! to younger shoulders. 
He did 


not deny that he hail gone Into at 
least partial retirement, and for oev- 
eral years he failed lo visit the Stand- 
urd Oil's headquarters at 26 Broadway, 
New York. Not long ago he testified 
In Chicago that lie was not active In 
the trust's affairs; that others were 
responsible for the present policy of 
the concern. 


He Is a man of surprises. Now It Is 


announced that he has emerged from 
his retirement and Is once more the 
active, dominant head at 
Standard 


Oil. 
Coming so immediately alter he 


had taken the public Into his confi- 
dence by telling the story of his life 
In a popular magazine, Mr. Rocke- 
feller's return to the scene of his for- 
mer activity Is the occasion of much 
speculation as to the future policy of 
tho great corporation 
, 


Perhaps no man now living h'lB'been 


the Inspiration and tlic theme of so 
much journalistic effort as has John 
D. Rockefeller. 
Certainly no private 


citizen of this or any other country has 
ever been invested with such an in- 
dividual monopoly or universal inter- 
est. Tlie publicity which In his earlier 
life he made little effort to cultivate 
has expanded with his ever accumula- 
tive! financial power, and it has long 
passed the point at which he might 
have controlled it. 
Beyond a clever 


aptitude for keeping his own counsel, 
ho has shown no especial taste for 
mystery concerning his own personal 
doings, 


Hl6 has not been tho excluslveness 


of a grand lama. That he has not ad- 
mitted the public to everything within 
his workshop is, after all, only in 
.harmony with the established'custom; 
if there were no business secrets there 
would be very little business. 
' 
Nor is It true that l!r. Rockefeller 


shorn of his power as head of the 
most absorbing, monopoly ever known 
to mankind would be uninteresting. 
Were, he not what he Is he must be 
something equally conspicuous. 
The 


secret of his :mastcry of conditions 
may never be made Unown—It Is not 
at all probable that !,<>, could reveal It 
even if he would—but It does not seem 
likely had he drifted Into some other 
uyocation that he would have en- 
countered shipwreck. Had he become 
a manufacturer of toy balloons, for in- 
stance, what a business it must have 
been by this time! 
A Naive Apologist. 


Mr. Rockefeller's apology for appear 


Ing as a magazlnist is as naive as it is 
clover. 
Sometimes when It is too 


rainy to play golf, he explains, he Is 
tempted to become a 'garrulous old 
man and tell some stories of men and 
things which have happened In an ac 
tlve life. 
He realizes at the outse 


that when one begins to speak of him 
self in public It is but natural fo 
those who do not know him. and per 
Haps tor somo of those who do, ti 
charge 
him with egotism. 
On ' the 


other hand, it is quite as certain thai 
if one Is silent that very thing Is con 
litrued into an inference of wrongdo- 
ing, and the fact that one does not 
speak Is taken as evidence that no 
valid defense can be .made. 


All this Is quite the way of the world 


and no one knows it better than Mr 
Rockefeller. 
He admits that he has 


not been In the habit of pressing th> 
details of his business affairs Into pub 
lie notice, but he Is convinced that th 
time has come when his interpretatioi.

to have Mr. Rockefeller's views on 
modern 'corporations. 
What he says 


on the subject In this recent magazine 
personal exposition is substantially a 
resume of the opinion he expressed be- 
fore tho Industrial commission ten 
years ago. 
In fact, he confesses that 


he still feels as he did in 1S9D in ref- 
erence to this matter. 
He recognizes 


that the modern corporation is now re- 
garded with suspicion, and ho admits 
frankly that there sometimes is reason 
enough for this. He does not deny that 
corporations may be moral or immoral, 
just as men may be all .right or the 
reverse, but he points out the danger 
of 
failure to 
discriminate between 


them. 


It is his opinion that the corporation 


is' here to stay, and he believes that 
Industrial combination is p. necessity. 
He thinks that If the Americans are to 
enjoy the privilege of extending their 
business in all the states of the Union 
and Into foreign countries as well cor- 
porations are a necessary part of the 
machinery. That these industrial or- 
ganizations should be regulated by

There have been many cases in which some strike or lockout was indefinitely 
prolonged to the injury of thousands of people under circumstances that 
involve at most but a slight difference. 
Compulsory arbitration in such a 


case would be the best remedy, but before the board of trade on Wednesday 
«enu,ft u, an address well worthy of study, Edward A. Klene, a merchant 
piince of Boston, delivered an address upon his method of overcoming labor 


difficulties in the management of his own business. Mr. Klene' admitted 
that he and bis brother tried in vain to run things smoothly-in their own 
establishment, but founud the task so difficult that they abandoned it 
\ 


They then adopted a system of devolution under which authority was 


^delegated to subordinates to ma!ce rules and regulations for the manage- 


ment of the. business and to be responsible for results. 


The result, it appears, was most salisfactory. When the responsibilities 


were placed upon the heads of departments instead of upon the proprietors 
there was a change on all sides.

This principle is to be applied in Lynn by the shoe EanctV-tn-ers to

arbitration. 


That is one way of applying arbitration that should be more -eneral 


than it is. It » a voluntary agreement covering the future and 
the perpetuation of industrial peace. It is the best substitute for 
pulsory arbitration.

day from the north there has been heavy loss of life i'rom forest fires which 
yesterday swept over Presquo Isle county. There is an unconfirmed report 
that the relief train which went to the village ot! Me'tz last night from Hawks 
has been burned wiih n number of the refugees. Wives north arc all down 
as a result of the tires, and it'is impossible to raise Xowcki station near 
where the train is reported to have left the rails and to have been destroyed. 
It is not yet known what became of tho people reported to have 
been on the train but the reports which have filtered in here say that they 
have been burned to death. Engineer Foster and Fireman Leo took refuge 
in a water tank where they slaved until the water became so hot that they 
had to leave the tank and run for their lives. They are reported badly 
burned. A later report is that there were no people on the train which was 
destroyed. A train left here early this morning carrying physicians bound 
for the north.
